Before he became connected with 
the Western and Atlantic railroad, 
which is owned by the state of Geor- 
gia, Major McCollum served as chief 
engineer of the Alabama Great South- 
ern railroad, which is now a division 
of the Southern railway. 

Directed Construction. 

In his capacity as engineer for the 
Alabama Great Southern Major Me- 
Collum helped build a large portion of 
that line from Chattanooga, Tenn., to 
Meridian, Miss. He directed the sur- 
yeyors in their work and also directed 
much of the actual construction’ work. 

To Major McCollum belongs the 
honor of laying the foundation for the 
present, city of Birmingham, Ala. 
When he was selecting the right of 
way and constructing the Alabama 
Great Southern he sought to obtain a 
location for a station for his new line 
at Elyton, Ala. At that time Elyton 
was the only settlement in the pres- 
ent Birmingham district. Because of 
delay on the part of citizens and offi- 
cials of Elyton in granting the lands 
needed for the station Major McCol- 
lum decided to locate the new station 
six miles from Elyton. An old box car 
was used and this site, six miles north 
of Elyton, is now the heart of the 
city of Birmingham. 

Was Superintendent. 
Major McCollum came to the West- 


ern and Atlantic railroad during the 
time is was lensed to a group of 
Georgia officials of various railroads, 
headed by former Governor Joseph M. 
Brown. The state of Georgia in 1869 
leased the Western and Atlantic to 
this group for a_ period of twenty 
years. During the life of this lease

railroad properties in the south.

Major 
McCollum served as superintendent of 
the line during the entire life of this 
lease, which expired in 1919. The 
third lease of the road was for fifty 
years, negotiated in 1919 between the 
state and the Nashville, Chattanovga 
and St. Louis. During the life of this 
lease Major McCollum was retired on 
full pay with the title of honorary 
superintendent.

BUDGET FOR 1927. 

Washington, December 8&.—(#)— 
The government's budget for the next 
fiscal year. calling for appropriation 
of $4,014.571,124. or $16,543,728 more 
than is allotted for the current year, 
was submitted to congress today by 
President Coolidge. 

The Civil and Spanish war pension 
increases voted last session, together 
with increases in the cost of operating 
the postal service and the veterans 
bureau, account principally for the 
higher budget, more than offsetting 
heavy reductions in expenses of other 
branches of the government. The larg- 
est of these reductions—$30.000,000— 
wes the interest on the public debt. 

The 1928 fiscal year outlay provides

Darwin admitted that tere 
were certain “gaps’’ in the history 
of the life movement which his 
theory could not bridge.

They did not seem to realize that 
to allow the validity of the naturalis- 
tic explanation anywhere was a pre 
carious procedure, since it was ‘“~eyi- 
table that further investigation would 
simply extend its application. 

Much wiser are they who see God 
not in a few alleged “gaps.’’ but in 
the entire life movement. The true 
conception of God is not of One who 
intervenes now and again in a “nat- 
ural order’ which otherwise takes 
care of itself, but of One who is pres- 
ent and active everywhere and at all 
times,

Naming a special committee to in- 
vestigate the situation in Atlanta 
with regard to the operations of loan 
sharks and the practice of usurious 
money lending, the Atlanta Federation 
of Trades at its regular meeting Wed-

It was her point on a covey 
Tuesday which furnished the greatest 
thrill of the day for the spectators.

No Rosy Beds. 


The work of handling dogs is not 
all a bed of roses for the handlers, 
however, as was demonstrated by Dr. 
Wilder later in the day. He was 
handling one of his own dogs at the 
time. The setter straved from the 
course and with the peculiar perver- 
sity which characterized all animals at 
times, he refused to return until his 
handler had ridden a couple of miles 
at break-neck speed to head him off. 
Upon his return to the course Dr. 
Wilder’s horse was covered with 
lather and the doctor was covered 
with a blue cloud which suspiciously 
resembled profanity. 

It was remarkable that he gave his 
horse a pretty hard ride, to which 
he replied in all seriousness: “Nope, 
he gave mea hard ride.’’ And so it 
is with the poor abused sportsman 
who chooses to handle dogs in the 
trials. He may be subjected to the 
hardest kind of riding and the most 
provoking of animal tricks, but he 
comes back the next vear to 
the performance. Such is the true 
sportsmanship of the human thorough- 
breds who direct the efforts of the 
canine thoroughbreds in the field. 

Lhe locating of birds still seems 
to be the greatest problem of the 
trials here this year.

Chicago, December 8.—(By the At 
sociated Press.)

1-2 to 11-8 cent gain. and provisions 
varving from 5 cents decline to a rise 
of 7 cents. 

Notwithstanding relative strength 
that wheat values displayed in the 
early dealings, it became apparent 
later that for at least the time being, 
the market as a whole was minus anv 
agzressive support. Something of a 
rally took place at the last, however, 
in connection with estimates that ex- 
port purchase of hard winter wheat at 
the Gulf of Mexico totaled 750,000 
bushels with premiums there about 2 
cents up. In addition, 500,000 bushels 
of Canadian wheat were said to have 
been bonght teday for Europe.
